A small, sharp-featured, super-egotisti- 
pnl man of forty, is Jack Carr, upon 
whose report the world was on Tuesday 
asked to believe that Andree, the ven- 
turesome, was still in the life— and what 
is more, had accomplished what nil other 
explorers of the Arctic have essayed in 
vain. For if Cart's news had been au- 
thentic, Andree must have crossed the 
Pole to be in the locality from which it 
was claimed he had sent word of him- 
self. 

The proof of the genuineness of the 
news had, however, to he produced ; and 
It had to he conclusive indeed to sweep 
away the general opinion of those who 
know Carr best that he is "aL his old 
tricks again." 

Fur numerous northern fakes hud pre- 
viously been charged to his account, mid 
although he .proudly proclaims himself 
the bearer of the first news of the Klon- 
dike discoveries and their initial clean- 
up, it must be remembered that he is 
not the only claimant of these honors 
and us United States mail carrier he 
would .naturally have been selected as 
the herald of these events. 

With regard to his Andree story it is 
different. He had claimed, if fellow- 
llers from Dawson are to he be- 
lieved, that his wonderful journey over 
three, thousand miles of river ice and 
wilderness was undertaken primarily to 
carry out an Andree message received 
by pigeon. 

Hud such been the fact, and his state- 
ment true that he knew of Andree* s 
whereabouts on Thanksgiving Day last, 
at which date he left St. Michael's, his 
only natural and rational course would 
have been to communicate his informa- 
tion to the Swedish government, to 
whom he could look with eoulidence for 
handsome remuneration for his journey. 

Instead of this he declared when the 
reached the const that he had news of 
Andree. and proposed to sell it to what- 
ever newspaper would pay him the com- 
paratively modest sum of $500, with an 
additional .<50O for the story of his trip. 

And when Mr. YV. A. Ward, consul for 
Sweden and Norway, interviewed him 
early yesterday morning, and in behalf 
of the Scandinavian government asked 
for any advice or news of the missing 
aeronaut of which he might he the 
bearer, Carr with his characteristic fox- 
like look and declaration of supreme 
importance answered: "I'm not telling 
anything — It's Jack Carr I'm looking out 
for." 

The consul emphasized his position- 
that if Carr brought news from Andree 
the Swedish government had a right to 
it. and if his trip was undertaken as had 
been claimed, the Swedish government 
would unquestionably see him recom- 
pensed. 

1 1 is only reply was: "I'm not telling 
anything — It's worth money to me." 

Consul Ward's interview convinced 
him that Carr's fellow-passengers had 
been about right ill their estimate of the 
man, and he left him with the observa- 
tion that in his opinion the man and his 
message both were fraudulent through 
and through. 

Harris, a Vancouver Klondike!', who 
beat Carr out from Dawson to the roast, 
says he is discredited aiming all the 
people of the North. If he had genuine 
Andree news, he says, "he could not 
have kept it to himself if there was a 
million in sight." For although no 
doubt a splendid path-finder under the 
midnight sue, Carr is the impersonation 
of conceit and braggadocio, feeding upon 
notoriety and of tile type that attires 
itself in' furs from head to heel in order 
to attract attention on the city streets, 

While drinking up the whiskey of 
Dawson City. Carr grew sutHcientl 
confidential to say that although he had 
worked hard for small money in the 
past, he was out now on the make. 

"The newspaper men have got lots of 
good stories out of me for nothing in 
the past," he said. "Now watch me get 
even." 

A fair line upon his standard of prin- 
ciple niav be bad from the fact that 
when asked yesterday morning for let- 
ters that he had been paid $2 to $5 each 
to bring, and the immediate delivery of 
which lie knew to bo of tlie utmost im- 
portance, he Informed the parties ad- 
dressed that they would get their 
mail "when he got good ami ready— he 
was looking out for Jack Carr."

had about him so that no one would ever

-for when the editor of the Evening 
Times hud completed his bargain for 
Carr's story— Andree and all, and had

news of Andree consisted in toto of the 
statement by Cart- that a pigeon with a 
message from the aeronaut-explorer had 
arrived not far from St.. Michael's. 

To quote the Times: "la regard to the 
Andree story Cart- says that a little pa- 
».»r published at St. Michael's printed a 
short paragraph to the effect that news 
had been received by certain officials 
nt St. Michael's, but what the news con- 
sisted of or who the officials were the 
paper did not state." 

The "proof" consisted of a copy of a 
little typewritten sheet, published in St. 
Michael's, and containing a huge "josh" 
- the humor of which Carr could not 
grasp, dealing with the post mortem of a 
deceased wild pigeon, a regular balloon 
romance. 

And there is the Andree story of which 
"the world has been on lire during the 
past forty-eight hours!" 

The Times publishes Carr's story of 
It is trip to tho const ia extenso, hut of 
the Andrei? story— the cream of the great 
news— it. contains only the significantly 
brief lines, lost in the body of the general 
story: 

"Here fat St. Michael's)," Mr. Carr 
tained the news he brings of the dar- 
...g aeronaut, Here Andree, the whisper- 
ing of which by Mr. Carr created such a 
furore in newspaperdom throughout tin* 
world." 

The Times was evidently stricken with 
11 lit of modesty here, or feared that some 
(.110 might even yet steal its lively gold 
brick in case of its being exposed to the 
public gaze. For it. does not say what 
the "news" was fur which all the world 
was waiting. 

Editorially the editor admits that he 
has been buncoed, and philosophically 
ncludes to put the best, face on it pos- 
sible, by praising to the skies the story 
or tin- triji. and dropping the Andree 
hot potato thusly: 

"Unfortunntely the news about Andree 
Is very vague. In fact there is nothing 
in it." 
Nothing in it? 
Ask Carr. 

What is puzzling t lie newspaper men 
now is the nature of the bargain to 
which the editor bound the Victoria 
Times and its manager. Senator Templc- 
inau, in order to secure the story that 
nil the big dailies hail been ready to hid 
lor mi the one condition— proof of gen- 
uineness. He had been offered as high 
as .■?:»,< l< M » for bis story, on guarantee of 
authenticity, ami refused it with the 
refrain: "I'm looking out for Oarr. 

Hence it has been reasonably inferred 
that it was no insignificant favor that 
he nought of the Times and its scnator- 
111M linger. The prevailing impression 
among the few Centennial passengers 
whom Carr in a measure took into his 
confidence 011 tin- run down from Nn- 
naimo is that Carr <s looking for certain 
liquor privileges in the Canadian Yukon 
country, and the Times and Mr. Tom- 
pleimin have been asked to endorse his 
pn 11 lositiou.

Montreal. April 0. — The annual meef- 
g of tlie Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 
ns held to-day. The report was ad- 
opted and the proceedings were unani- 
mous throughout. In submitting the re- 
port of the directors for approval the 
president said, in reference to difficul- 
ties with the other transcontinental lines: 
"For a number of years prior to 18114 
the Canadian Pacific had by agreement 
with tin- transcontinental lines been al- 
lowed differentials on passenger traffic 
between the pastern States, Eastern 
Canada and the Pacific Coast. The 
principle of differentials in rates when 
applied to our case was not new. It. was 
udopted many years ago as a means of 
adjusting a difference in conditions be- 
tween competing lines. Differentials are 
in use to-day for this purpose in various 
parts of America, and even between tlie 
Atlantic seaboard and Chicago, where 
the.V are accorded certain trunk line, in- 
cluding the Grand Trunk. In 1894 the 
situation of the Canadian Pacific as re- 
gauls through passenger traffic had con- 
siderably Improved and a new agreement 
was made whereby tlie Canadian Pacific 
differentials on transcontinental passen- 
ger traffic were reduced and confined in 
the Bast to restricted territory. They 
applied to all points on the Pacific Coast, 
At the time there was not much travel to 
Alaska, but a few months back it be- 
came apparent thai this -would soon 
rei.ch large proportions and about the 
opening of the present year, just as the 
new stream of travel was setting in. we 
(Uncovered that the agreement was be- 
ing violated by competitors. Our agents 
liought tickets at agencies of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Com- 
pnnles. not at our differential rates, but 
far below. The evidence was unques- 
lii. liable and tlie facts as to broken 
rules, and who broke them, are not de- 
nied by anybody. We called the offend- 
ing lines to account for violating the 
agreement. They replied that they had 
ih-cidcd to no longer consent to differen- 
tial rates for Pacific Coast traffic and 
asked for a meeting concerning the ques- 
tion. We insisted on restoration of 
rates, on the terms of the existing agree- 
ment ns a condition precedent to n 
meeting. They refused. We then, after 
notice, published an open tariff making 
such rates as the provisions of the law 
iind the interests of the Canadian I'acilic 
seemed to require. 



The steamer Centennial, Captain 
I hompson, yesterday morning completed 
a rough, but not altogether unpleasant 
pUBSllge down from the Lynn Canal 
ports, which she left one day later than 
the steamship Tees.

Harris is authority for tlie statement 
that no really good claims have as yet 
been offered for sale outside of the dis- 
trict, anything that has the look ot be- 
ing right being taken up by home capital 
immediately, and only doubtful pros- 
pects seeking purchasers. Harris also 
tilings the news that peace, tranquility 
mill contentment prevail at Dawson and 
on all the creeks, where preparations lor 
the spring clean-up are advancing rap- 
idly, with a prospect of from ,f 10,000,000 
to !flfi,0Ul.l,l)U0 being saved in what, is 
generally known as the Klondike district. 
To this* possibly §5,000,000 more will 
be added from the Big Salmon and other 
placer grounds farther seaward, Which 
n't hough it is Skagway's policy to decry 
them at present, are nevertheless proving 
rich diggings. 

Although the Centennial's officers can- 
not give tlie name or particulars, they 
buv that tlie murderer of Peter C. Bean, 
of' California, has been apprehended and 
is now in the hands of the Canadian po- 
lice; while the latest news from the trail 
is that of a three-cornered shooting 
among snrething operators, as a result of 
which a non-combatant 200 yards down 
the trail received a bullet through his 
cheek.

In Complete Accord as to Weihaiwai— 

^ British Gold Facilitates the 

Occupation. 

London, April 0.— The Yokohama cor- 
respondent of the Times says: "For the 
time public opinion in Japan is vehem- 
ently excited. There is no general op- 
position to a British occupation of Wei- 
haiwai, but there is a feeling that Ja- 
pan must assert herself and secure an- 
other foothold on the Asiatic continent. 
The government is hampered by finan- 
cial considerations, but will probably be 
obliged to yield to public pressure/ So- 
ber people and the officials favor a Brit- 
ish occupation of Weihaiwai and an 
'A-nglo-.Tii'pa nese entente, pour-parlors 
tor which are progressing favorably. 

London, April ".—The Daily Mad says 
this morning: "We learn from an au- 
thoritative source that England and 
Japan are in complete accord regarding 
Weihaiwai but secrecy is entailed until 
:i complete settlement has been achiev- 
ed, which, it is believed, will include an 
arrangement whereby England will ad- 
vance the money to enable China to pay 
the indemnity in full and thus to obtain 
a Japanese evacuation of Wei-haiwai." 

MADRID TALKS OF PEACE. 

Hope of an Arrangement With United 
States Stronger— Papal Mediation 
Abandoned. 

Madrid. April 7.— The hope of reach- 
ing a peaceful settlement with the Unit- 
ed States is growing stronger. It is 
reported that the basis of an armstiee 
in Cuba has been arranged. If this 
be true, a royal decree will appear in the 
Gazette to-morrow or Friday, announc- 
ing the fact. The official statement that 
affairs have taken a pacific turn has not 
yet become generally known and public 
opinion remains much excited. , A cabi- 
net council is now in session and it is 
believed the deliberations are of a very 
important nature but the ministers 
maintain absolute silence. 

The staff of the United States lega- 
tion has left Madrid and will probably 
remain in Paris for the present. 

London, April 6.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent 'of the Daily Telegraph says: "I 
am able to assert that in the opinion of 
more than one European government a 
peacable settlement on the basis of 
Spanish concessions could easily be se- 
cured if a little time were allowed for 
reflection and discussion, but the rapid- 
ity of events at Washington is a most 
dangerous element. It is questionable 
whether the Cubans are ripe for inde- 
pendence and whether such a measure 
could possibly be executed in a hurry." 

The Rome correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says: "The Pope's mediation will 
probably not go further, as President 
SlcKinley has declared that an armstiee 
with the Cubans would not go to the 
root of t he matter." 

The Rome correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle says Archbishop Ireland has 
cabled the Pope that mediation is al- 
most impossible in consequence of the 
resistance of public opinion. His Holi- 
ness is much grieved by this check to 
his good intentions.

The annual meeting of lite Protestant 
Orphans' Home was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at the city hall. There wore 
present Mr. Chas.

After prayers by the ltev. Dr. Camp- 
bell and adoption of minutes, the presi- 
dent presented the following report: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: — This annual 
meeting of the members of the Jiritish 
Columbia Protestant Orphans' Home 
reminds us that for twenty-live .years the 
institution has had continuous existence, 
doing without interruption and with 
marked success the beneficial work de- 
signed by its founders, some of whom 
are still with us, encouraging and stim- 
ulating by their example and influence to 
renewed efforts. 

It would be a tedious, but not diffi- 
cult tusk, to go back over the records Of 
the past, and in figures represeut'tke dol- 
lars expended; and in numbers the or- 
phan children, who have passed into 
and out of our euro, and no doubt our 
un hives would reveal many other items 
of peculiar interest. HuL we have no 
Looks showing, or even approximating, 
tue real worn done by tne institution 
during the last quarter of a century. No 
record can be found there of the happi- 
ness unci comfort imparted to the host 
of unfortunate and helpless little ones 
who hare been the object of our care, 
nor of the sorrowful tears that have 
Ik en dried, nor of the sum added to hu- 
man happiness by these long years of 
unostentatious and loving work by the 
kind friends of the home, 

The reports to be presented to you to- 
day show well that in many particulars 
IVdT has been a record year. The num- 
ber of inmates (04) is larger than at any 
previous time. The income (expect in 
the memorable year of John G. Taylor's 
munificent bequest) has been larger than 
ever before; while of course the expend- 
iture has naturally followed the increas- 
ed demands of the inmates. As nearly 
as can be ascertained the cost per capita 
for the past year has been a trifle under 
.^(>T, which, although $2.20 per head 
more than last year, is still nearly $3 
below the average cost of the last live 
yenrs. 

In making up the cost of maintenance 
each year, there is always the unknown 
value of food, clothing, etc., generously 
Bent to the home to be dealt with. As 
these comparative statements serve a 
nicst useful purpose; to ensure greater 
accuracy in this respect in the future, 
it might he worth while to run the risk 
of "looking these gift horses in the 
month," and keeping a record of their 
vie tie for the private information of the 
members of the finance eommitteo, 

The internal management of the home? 
has been as heretofore entirely in the 
hands of the ladies' committee to whom, 
With the assistance of oar excellent and 

• experienced matron, .Mrs. Walker, the 
present satisfactory condition of affairs

It would be of great assistance to the

Thai Hie Hon- M f - Tumor and his 
colleagues are more secure than ever in 
the confidence of the legislature and the 
country cauuol be disputed, and the rea- 
son is not far t<> sock. During the last 
year the opposition have kept up :i run 
nine lire of general .criticism, employing 
fur that purpose language of the most 
violent kind. In reply the friends of the 
Covernuieul have repeatedly called upon 
theui i" make good their slanders by 
bringing definite cases of maladministra- 
tion under the notice of the legislature, 
to thai the public might bo able to sec 
how much merit there was in the voci- 
ferated allegations that had been made 
all round the province. The end of the 
session is in sight and nothing of the 
kind has materialized. .Small wonder 
then thai the supporters of the govern- 
ment in the house feel drawn closer than 
c\er to the men, who have boon so often 
and so gratuitously maligned, and that 
thr< tigh» the country there should be a 
broadening of iho feeling of confidence in 
the integrity and ability of the adminis- 
tration. N'ol only have the charges of 
wrongdoing wholly collapsed, but there 
is an absence of serious causes of com- 
plaint, which is very striking and hears 
the most eloipu'tit testimony possible to 
the satisfactory manner in which the 
public service lias been carried oil. We 
do not say that no complaints have been 
made and that 110 errors in judgment 
have been committed. The administra- 
tion makes no claim to infallibility. .It 
only asks credit for having fulfilled its 
duty honestly and in such a manner as, 
in the very great majority of cases, to 
have demonstrated the capacity of the 
several ministers adequately to discharge 
their very important: responsibilities. 
The few cases where criticism has been 
made illustrate- by their trivial character 
upon how flimsy a basis rests the 
repeated charge of incompetency. The 
absolute lack of anything even colornbly 
dishonest disposes for ever of the reiter- 
ated charge of corruption. One element 
of the government's growing strength, 
therefore,' is the complete collapse of, the 
opposition case. 

Another clement is the extraordinary 
exhibition which the opposition have 
made of themselves. Everyone remem- 
bers the Semlin-Cottou manifesto, 
though we venture to say that very few 
recall anything that it contained. Every 
one remembers the thing called a plat- 
form, the posthumous child of the New 
Westminster convention. These two 
editions of the gospel of political reform 
are as if they never had been. They 
are as abandoned as a last year's bird's 
nest, as useless as a broken eggshell. No 
■one quotes them; no one thinks them 
worth discussion; .no one pretends that 
they possess the most, infinitcsiuul poli- 
tical value. Yet they represent the sum 
total of the mental labor of all the great 
opposition luminaries for several months. 
The public has stopped laughing at these 
opposition pronunciamcntoes and bus 
permitted them to drop into the grave. 
We feel that it is almost ghoulish to drag 
tin poor skeletons forth into the light of 
public attention. Perhaps it would he 
bitter to let the poor things rest and in- 
stead of exhibiting them in their deform- 
ity put above them u monument inscrib- 
ed: 

"If so soon I was to be done for. 

What on earth was I begun for." 

Another element of the- government's 
strength, and perhaps it is the most im- 
portant one, is the consciousness of the 
Voters that their interests are being 

well looked after. British Columbia is 
ii well govern".) province. Its affairs 
arc managed with excellent discretion. 
If people have any business with the land 
department, they know ii will be prop- 
erly attended to; if their connection is 
with the public works, they know they 
will receive every consideration: if they 
are concerned with the administration 
of the criminal law or need advice on 
provincial questions they know they will 
receive prompt and able counsel; if they 
arc identified with the educational in- 
terests they fei'l confident that their 
wants will be met if the funds at. the 
disposal of the department will permit; 
men engaged in mining have the utmost 
reliance that they will be rightly ileal! 
with; the fanners know thai intelligent 
steps are being taken to promote their 
interests; the business men feci assured 
thai tin- government is prepared to do 
nil that can be expected of it to advance 
trade; the finances are well managed, 
and the hundreds of details of jidininis- 
tmtiotl, which cannot, he specified, are 
caiefiilly attended to. in view of these 
considerations, it is not surprising thai 
throughout the whole province there ex- 
ists a feeling that affairs are safe in 
UiO hands of .Mr. Turner and his col- 
leagues. With an opposition that has 
shown itself to be absolutely barren in 
creative ability and unable lo rise above 
captious and unreasoning criticism, the 
go.orninetit is justified in looking for- 
ward to the coming appeal to (he people 
wiili i-vcry confidence. 



THE KETTLE RIVER KAII.W'AY. 

There is great rejoicing in Spokane and 
Northport over Mr. Corbin's success so 
far in the matter of the Kettle Kiver 
railway. The Spokane Chronicle says 
the news of the passage of the bill 
through the committee was received 
with great rejoicing among the merch- 
ants, who regarded it as the best piece 
of good fortune which Spokane has had 
for years. Says the Chronicle: "It will 
give them a new territory for their busi- 
ness, which ' will be In sympathy with 
Spokane." The Northport News says: 
"Look out for great, prosperity for 
Northport." ll is easy lii understand 
the joy of the places above named. They 
will certainly be great gainers by the 
construction of u railway which will en- 
able them to tap the trade of a large 
and highly promising portiou of this 
province. We appreciate all that has 
been, said in regard to the desirability 
of giving the Grand Trunk access to 
British Columbia and all that has been 
advanced as to the advantage of Vic- 
toria of an alternative route to the 
Boundary Creek country; but these 
things do not balance the advantage 
of granting permission to an. American 
'road to tap the trade of the district 
! and carry it to United States towns, be- 
fore a Canadian road can be constructed. 
The chartering of the Corbin line is a 
direct slap in the face of the Canadian 
projects, and will render the financ- 
ing of them needlessly difficult We 
shall read with considerable interest 
what the minister of railways has to 
say in defence of the complete reversal 
of his position in regard to the control 
by Canada of the trade and transporta- 
tion of the British Columbia mining 
country. The bill has to run the gaunt- 
let of the Senate, and we hope that body 
will show itself alive to the interests of 
British Columbia by amending the char- 
ter so as to postpone its taking effect 
for another twelvemonth, if it does not 
decide to reject the bill altogether. 



MEDIATION. 

Mediation between two nations on the 
verge of hostilities is rather a ticklish 
piece of business. It implies a readiness 
on the part of the government or gov- 
ernments making the offer to enforce 
their wishes by arms if need be. Medi- 
ation by the Pope would stand on a 
somewhat different footing since he has 
no military force at his command, lie 
could act more as an arbitrator than 
anything else. The difficulties attend- 
ing mediation by him between the United 
States anil Spain are many, A principle 
is involved in the position taken by the 
United States that can hardly be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. The Washington 
government has reached the conclusion 
that the conditions existing in Cuba 
must eease. This can hardly be made 
the subject of arbitration. The fur- 
ther conclusion has been reached that 
Spain must give up Cuba on the- ground 
that she has shown herself unlit to 
govern it. To vary from this proposition 
in the least is to negative it, and the 
people of the United States are hardly 
likely to consent to this. * 

That the Cuban rebels have not suc- 
ceeded in establishing such a de facto 
government, as entitles them to be re- 
cognized as independent, must, we 
think, be conceded; but this does not go 
to the root of the matter. What the 
people of the United States demand is 
that the Cubans shall be given their in- 
dependence and be allowed to form a 
government. Anything short of this will 
he a profound disappointment to the 
muss of the American voters, and it is 
not easy to see how an administration 
could stand against the storm of indig- 
nation to which such n policy would give 
rise. If media, t ion resulted in less than 
this the pride of the people would not 
allow them to be satisfied with it. If 
Spain is prepared to concede this, there 
is nothing to mediate. 



THE ANDREE STORY. 

Doubtless the Andreo story told by 
Carr is a pure invention, but if Andree 
should come home by way of the Yu- 
kon it would not necessarily follow that 
he crossed tin- North Pole. The daring 
aeronaut set out from longitude GO, east.

A Prima Facie Case of Slurdcr 
Made Out Against Miss 
Martini Wolf. 



Evidence at Preliminary Hearing 
—The Prisoner's Statement to 
the Detectives. 



A prima facie case having been made 
out against Miss Martha Wolf yester- 
day afternoon the prisoner was commit- 
ted for trial at the next criminal court 
of competent jurisdiction on a charge of 
murder. No defence was offered at this 
stage. 

Before the magistrate toot the bench 
at two o'clock the auditorium of the 
court room was crowded with men and 
women eager to catch a glimpse of the 
accused and to hear the stories which 
were to be told about her. By the time 
the proceedings commenced the crowd 
bad pressed through into the reserved 
circle and encroached even to leaning 
against the chair in which the prisoner 
sat. Some who were unable to gain ad- 
mission stood on tiptoe in the hallway, 
while others climbed the stairs leading 
to the fire chief's oll'ice? and cm tied their 
necks to satisfy their curiosity. The 
prisoner sat at the end of the dock near 
to the clerk's table and was thereby 
secured from the gaze of the larger part 
id' the audience. Those who waited un- 
til the evidence was a'll taken, however, 
bad their patience rewarded, for then 
the prisoner was asked to stand up to 
hear her committal. She was not in the 
least disturbed by the fact that every 
eye in the court room was turned on her. 
but presented that marked Indifference 
to everything which she has exhibited 
nil through the proceedings. Peter Wolf, 
father of the prisoner, was seated beside 
his daughter during the hearing. 

The evidence given by the crown wit- 
nesses covered everything of importance 
that l'.ad been brought out at the coro- 
ner's inquest and threw some additional 
light on the case. 

Dr. J. D. Hclmeken was (lie first wit- 
ness. He said he called at the Mars- 
don residence. No. 1 James street, on 
the evening of Mnrch 21 last, lie met 
the prisoner, Miss Wolf, at the door. 
He asked her what was the mutter. 
She replied that she had set Mrs. Mars- 
den on lire. He went into a bedroom 
and found Mrs. Mnrsden suffering in- 
tense agony from burns which covered 
fully half the upper portion of the body. 
The injured woman was attended by- 
Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Costelli. At 
the time witness expected llint Ins pa- 
tient would die from shock within 24 
hours. She rallied, however, and after- 
wards gave some hope of recovery, but 
very little. He never told I lie now de- 
ceased that she was going to die. nor 
did he tell her husband. Within 24 hours 
of her death he wanted to tell the hus- 
band and sought for him hut was unable 
to find him. The patient died on Sunday 
3rd instant, between two and three 
o'clock in the afternoon. Death 
was caused by exhaustion due to the 
burns. 

Dr. Holden, who at the request of the 
coroner had conducted a post mortem 
examination, described the severe burns 
which covered half tin, 1 upper portion 
of the deceased's body. lie examined 
the organs of the body and found them 
perfectly healthy with one immaterial 
exception. Death in his opinion was 
caused by exhaustion due to the burns. 
Witness produced in court a sketch tak- 
en at the time of the post mortem show- 
ing the extent of the burns. 

"Is there any doubt ill y»ur mind, 
Doctor, that death was i.u direct , se- 
quence of the burning?'' asked the

Mr. Helmeken said thai the people who 
sold liquor had rights as well as others. 
He did not think the liquor act had 
done as much good as had been pre- 
tended. He believed in municipalities 
dealing with the details themselves. An- 
other thing was that this proposal to 
pull down the blinds and expose the in- 
side of the saloon to the public gaze 
would cause a greater temptation to the 
young than if the inside were hidden 
from view by the blinds. 

Dr. Walkem believed that the bill whs 
good, and would be of assistance to the 
police in the enforcement of the Sun- 
day law. 

Mr. Bryden favored anything tending 
to restrict the sale of liquor, whether on 
Sunday or week day. The bill would 
have his support. 

Mr. McGregor would not vote against 
the hill, but could not see its advantage 
as he questioned whether or not it 
would accomplish what it was aimed to 

do. 

Mr. Rogers announced his intention 
to vote against the bill, and after some 
further brief discussion, the second 
reading carried. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Martin said that for the sec- 
ond time he was obliged to rise t_o_ a 
question of privilege on the Times. The 
Times of this evening Contained a most 
untruthful statement editorially in re- 
gard to what he had said the previous 
day in the debate on ♦he Chinese clause. 
The Times had said that he had claimed 
a Chinaman was as good as any Cana- 
dian. He had never made such a re- 
mark, and had never intended to say or 
have his remarks so construed or inter- 
preted. The article complained of was 
untruthful, and had the dirtiest and most 
unmannerly motives of trying to injure 
him with his constituents and to place 
him in a laid light with the country at 
large. 

Mr. Hunter, also to a question of 
privilege, said it was the first time lie 
had risen lo complain of any publication 
bj a newspaper in British Columbia. He 
luld intended to have spoken ;i day or 
two ago. Ion had decided to wait ami 
see if the matter would he voluntarily 
rectified. His complaint was on the 
'rimes report, of the budget debate: the 
few remarks that he had made had been 
totally iniseonsl rued, and bis speech pin 
inside id' six lines, which did not. go to 
show his opinion on the nubile question 
on which he spoke. In the same paper, 
however, he had noticed the speech ol 
Mr. Higgins given III length, the manu- 
script having been given almost verba 
till!. The very able speech of the At- 

toruey-Gcneral was also mcugerly re 
ported, and as was also that of the sen- 
ior member for Vancouver.

A BY-LAW. 

To provide for the weight and s;ilo of 
bread and to further amend the 
Market Ity-Lmv. 

The Municipal Council of tho Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria enacts us 
follows: 

J. All broad sold 01- offered for sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of 
ono pound nnd a half and three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the 
price (•lnu-ired therefor shall he lit :t 
rule per pound, and no person shall sell 
or ol't'er for sale any bread except by 
weight. - Provided always that for bread 
Hindu 24 hours and over, one ounce light 
weight Btuill be allowed for every one 
pound nnd 11 half of bread, hut when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall be 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
t(. tho time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale' shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

2. Nothing in the lust preceding sec- 
tion contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended to prevent bakers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, muillns. or 
any oilier fancy cukes commonly made 
it! the trade. 

.">. Every baker and every vendor of 
bread shall keep scales and weights suit- 
able for the weighing of bread in a con- 
spicuous place in his shop, and every 
baker and every vendor of bread shall 
weigh the bread sold or offered for sale 
is requested, 

I. Nu person shall use any alum or 
oilier deleterious material in making 
bread for sale, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread containing 
alum, or any other deleterioun material. 

5. It shall be lawful for the Chief of 
Police and Police Constables of the said 
citv and «vorv one of them, and for the 
.Medical Health Oilleer and Sanitary 
Olllcor and any other person the Mayor 
may appoint, at all reasonable hours to 
enter into nnd inspect and examine 
every bakery and baker's shop and other 
building and premises in the city of 
Victoria when any bread is or shall be 
bilked, stored or deposited or offered for 
salt!, and to inspect and examine all 
Hour and materials therein intended to 
he used in the making; of broad for sale, 
and also to examine all bread found 
tlK'rein, and to weigh the same , and al- 
so to examine every vehicle, truck, bar- 
row, and basket in which bread may be 
placed or stored in the said city for the 
purpose of delivery before and after the 
sale thereof, ami to examine all bread 
found therein and to weigh (he same 
and to seize and carry nway any bread 
found under weight or any bread made 
contrary to the provisions of this by-law, 
and to prosecute all breaches of this by- 
lay before the Police Magistrate or eth- 
er Justice or Justices of the Peace hold- 
ing Police Court in the said city, 
and on conviction of the offender (in ad- 
dition to any penalty inflicted) all such 
bread as shall he found deficient in 
I weight or made contrary to the provis- 
I ions of this by-law shall be seized and

in tho said city, for the making of bread, 
or of any .vehicle, truck, barrow, or 
basket for the delivery of bread, before 
or after sale thereof, shall, tipo the re- 
quest of the Chief of Police or any 
Police -Constable or member of the Po- 
licu Force of the said city, or any other 
person appointed by the Mayor as afore- 
said, submit to and permit and assist the 
inspection, weighing nnd examination 
of such bread under this by-law, and 
alto the inspection of such vehicle, truck, 
harrow or basket for the delivery of 
[•read, od also such bakery or shop and 
all bread I herein, and also all Hour, meal 
and materials found therein intended to 
be used iii the making of bread for sale, 
and for thai purpose shall open till ways, 
doors, locks, and fastening in and about 
the same, and about all cupboards, boxes 
and compartments therein, and no such 
person or persons as aforesaid shall, uor 
shall any other person whatsoever in any 
way thwart, refuse, impede, hinder or 
prevent any such inspect ion, weighing 
uud examination of bread, or the inspec- 
tion of any vehicle, truck, harrow or 
basket for' the delivery of bread, or any 
bakery or shop or any Hour, meal or oth- 
er materials therein intended to be used 
in the making of bread for sale. 

7. Section 1 of the Market By-Law, 
JHSIO, is hereby repealed.

A CRASH OF WORLDS. 

(By a Banker.) 

In the month of November, A.D., loT'J, 
the astronomer Tj'Cho ltnihc was examin- 
ing as usual the celestial vault when be 
suddenly saw, to his unspeakable astonish- 
ment, a new and brilliant star of extraor- 
Inarv brightness, In the constellation of 
Cnsslopoca. It sparkled In a most marvel- 
lous manner, and was ot sucn extreme 
brilliancy that It was visible even at noon- 
day.

ary 1st of that year, appeared In the con 
stellation of Auriga, and was known as 
Nova Auriga. The period ol greatest 
brightness of this new star was of very 

short duration, and within two- n ths It 

had become very faint, soon disappearing 
almost altogether. 

Manv theories have been advanced In ex- 
planation of these strange phenomena, 
none of which were satisfactory, until that 
wonderful, though simple Instrument, the 
spectroscope, appeared to Indicate licit the 
mighty blaze was produced by the terrible 
collision of two suns, travelling, each prob- 
ably wllh his retinue of planets, and each 
planet with Its attendant satellites, at a 
prodigious rate of speed through space. It 
is calculated that Arcturus Is l ashing along 
at the rate of 04 miles a second, or three 
thousand six hundred limes tin.' speed of 
an express train; how awful then must be 
the Impact of two great worlds, each 
weighing millions of billions ot tons (the 
sun Is estimated to weigh 2,154,10U,r>80,00(),- 
Oiio.oiKi.iiiiii.ooil.iiiio lens, and many of the 
stars are Infinitely larger) each speeding 
along at that ter.rltle pace, and crashing full 
Into each other In the midst of space. 
What U spectacle must have been present- 
ed its the giant globes madly rushing to- 
wards each other, their normal speed 
doubtless Infinitely Increased as they came 
away. And what a mad coufuslo ust 



now ensue as planets und satellites, thrown 
out of their orbits, continually rush Into 
each other, some at once plunging Into the 
vast and anient fiery furnace, and Increas- 
ing vet more Its vehement Intensity, while 
others, In their headlong career, are IlilrloU 
against each other and shattered Into ten 
thousand fragments, both the entire sys- 
tems commingled in awful ana destructive 
confusion, until perhaps the whole of the 
great planets, most of them rent nnd de- 
stroyed, one after another dash In their 
Impetuous course deep down Into the great 
abvss of tire. Surely the spectacle must 
have been sufficiently startling as to In- 
spire dismay even In those ethereal beings 
who doubtless were watching with affright- 
ed gaze this ruin and destruction, which 
hud been decreed by the Almighty, per- 
haps, as a punishment for rebellion against 
Him. 

Itut we have records of ono new star, 
which Infinitely surpassed In Interest liny 
of these awful examples of the overthrow 
and destruction If worlds, I' or, nearly 
nineteen centuries ago, a bright and mir- 
aculous star rested over the humble stable 
which sheltered One who, though Ruler of 
nil, nnd hv whose decree the extinction ol 
those worids was ordained, yet la order to 
rescue mankind from eternal condemnation, 
consented to submit to humiliation, and 
[guomlnv and death, at the hands of those 
He came to save. Verily this earth richly 
deserves a similar fiery overthrow for thus 
infamously affronting its glorious Creator, 
and offering Mm such deadly Insult when 
He deigned to visit it, and for so mildly 
disregarding Him now.

The Little Ones Given Every 
Chance to Become Good Men 
and Women. 



Yesterday afternoon the members ui' 
the legislature had the opportunity of 
listening to a very interesting and com- 
mon sense address by Mr. J. J. Kelso, 
superintendent for the neglected and de- 
pendent children in Ontario. Mr. Kelso 
has been in Manitoba showing the gov- 
ernment there how Ontario is now look- 
ing after the waifs and neglected child- 
ren there and yesterday, on the sugges- 
tion of the Premier, 11 recess of an hour 
was taken in the legislature to enable 
him to give a short talk on how this 
work was carried out in Ontario. * 

In introducing Mr. Kelso, the Prem- 
ier pointed out. how timely was the visit 
when the problem had arisen in this 
province of how to deal with neglected 
children, 

Mr. Kelso, in opening, drew attention 
in the first place to the fact that the 
care of neglected children had of late 
years come to the front as n public 
question in many countries and a great 
many efforts were being made in var- 
ious portions of the world to prevent 
these ones becoming from their neglect 
an addition to the criminal classes. In 
England the result had been a distinct 
reduction of the prison population for 
while in 1NS1 the number of per- 
hnd been reduced to 15,01)0 in 1891, while 
no less than 50 prisons had been closed 
Australia had also taken bold of tin 
subject and- had tried partly by means 
of training ships to turn out good citi 
zens from children who from their ne- 
glect or surroundings were likely to 
prove additions to the criminal class. 
However, this placing in one training 
ship of ho many boys, 000, in one in- 
stance was not found to be altogether a 
wist? policy, especially in a new country 
where there was such a large extent of 
country yet to he developed. Consequent 
ly 11 new method was employed of fann- 
ing out boys and girls in the agricul 
Dual districts, and the result was not on 
ly found beneficial to the children, but 
wiih cheaper for it had only cost 5 shil- 
lings a head a week for the 1,500 of 
these boys and girls so fanned out. Now 
what he was about to bring to their at- 
tention was tJie plan of taking neglect- 
ed children from the immoral associa- 
tions and placing them ont in foster 
homes. In Ontario, until a few years 
ago there were reformatories and indus 
trial schools, but as in the case of Hrit 
ish Columbia to-duy there was no com- 
prehensive system existing for carryin 
out the work, that is there was no legal 
enactment by which children could be 
taken away from immoral fathers and 
mothers. That, is a neglected child might 
be found and placed in a home, but then 
was nothing to prevent a drunken or 
criminal parent from taking that child 
awny from the home and returning it 
to its immoral surroundings. Now he 
wanted to put this subject in a bust 
ness light and to show that the intro- 
duction of the system now in use in 
Ontario was a saving to the state. In 
Ontario they got the laws of (Ireat 
Britain, the United States and Austral 
ia to tiiid out some economical way of 
looking after the wuifs and strays and 
neglected little ones who, deprived of 
moral training, were growing up as ad- 
ditions to the criminal classes. The 
principle was taken that the parents 
were responsible for the proper care of 
children anil that the parent should be 
held liable if the child were found beg 
ging or in bad surroundings. Under 
such circumstances the parent could be 
prosecuted and the child taken away 
from the parent's care. The net was 
drawn up, the government appointed a 
central office and undertook a stati 
guardianship of such children, for sure 
ly no person has more claim on the stab 
than the hoys and girls who will be th( 
future citizens. Keformntories and 
training schools were quite out. of place 
in this new scheme. He was the super- 
intendent in charge of this central office, 
and the aid societies worked in harmony 
with the government. These child aid 
societies were recognized by the govern- 
ment by an order in council authorizing 
them to exercise the powers given them 
under the act under his supervision. Thi 
great work was all accomplished at a 
cost of loss than $4,000 a year for th 
government only paid for the central 
office and the necessary assistance there 
The aid societies were recognized by the 
courts as the guardians of homeless and 
neglected children, but the object is riot 
to keep the children in these institutions, 
but to lind them homes in families where 
they can grow up under the true home 
iniluencc. So successful had this method 
proved that a home has been found for 
every one of these children. Last year 
300 of them were placed in homes, and 
in the five years the act hail been in op- 
eration foster homes had been found for 
no less than 1,(100. 

The expense of this plan was so slight 
as to commend itself in dollars and 
cents. The Ontario reformatory popil 
Intion had decreased in the live years 
from 205 to 12:1 and was getting still 
lower. The government had found this 
plan far better than reformatories or 
industrial schools. The result hail been 
a direct saving to Ontario • of $40,000 
a year in money. In -Manitoba they had 
got information from Ottawa a few 

months ago as to the system there and 
it was that reason that brought, him 
West. In Manitoba there was a bill 
before the legislature to-day dealin 
witli the subject. In British Columbia 
to-day there was no law on the statute 
book by which a child could be taken 
from immirnl parents. Such a statute 
was necessary and had been found so 
in Ontario and other places. Looking 
over the revenue for British Columbia 
hi? noted that over half of it was to be 
expended directly or indirectly on ac- 
count of the criminal elasse, adminis- 
tration of justice, etc. Now, why wait 
till a boy becomes a criminal before 
looking after him. Would it: not be 
better to prevent boys falling into bad 
habits and instead to make useful men 
of them. The reformatory here was n 
pretty poor affair and he was glad of it 
for it was far preferable to a large, well 
appointed institution, for experience 
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had shown elsewhere that when there 
was a fine industrial school building 
some parents were only too glad to get 
lid of their children' and get them into 
it. That was the reason why Michigan 
had 000 boys in her re forum toy— a re- 
proach to the state and not a credit to 
it. He was glad to say that in Ontario 
out of live institutions of the kind there 
were less boys than in any one in the 
United States. Ontario was proud of 
that. It was a delusion to teaeli boys 
trades in an industrial school. Hi! said 
this from experience, for the boys will 
not stick to the trade after they get out, 
the trade having been learned under 
compulsion. In Ontario when a child 
was taken care of under the act it was 
first placed in the children's aid institu- 
tion until a home was found for it. Each 
child was worth $1,000 to the state so 
they were well worth looking niter and 
turning into good citizens. The act was 
brought in in IS!).'! and had never been 
brought within the range of polities, all 
political parties working in harmony on 
it. it saved many thousands of dol- 
lars and was a good investment. 

Prolonged applause rewarded Mr. Kel- 
so for his able address and many ques- 
tions were asked him by the Premier, 
lion. Col. Baker, Mr. Semlin and others. 

Mr. Kelso explained that no difficulty 
had been found in finding homes for the 
children. 'When a child was taken hold 
of by the society announcements were 
made and never had it been necessary 
lo keep a child for more than three 
months. The child was not lost sight 
of, for a visitor travelled about to see 
how the children were cared for aild re- 
ported to him. lie had the right to 
take away a child from a foster homo if 
it were not well cared for, nor were the 
foster parents obliged to keep a child un- 
less they wanted to. It was remarkable 
that although the girls formed nearly 
three-quarters of the (HO children 
spoken of only three out of thai large 
number had gone wrong . deliberately 
since. He strongly advised that if any 
reformatory was built it should be in 
the nature of a farm where the hoys 
would learn manual labor only. In work- 
shops the chance of moral contagion was 
greater. The children were not hound 
out, but the people who' took them must, 
treat them well and give them the ad- 
vantages of the family life. The system 
was elastic and there was no danger of 
a child getting badl.V used. The whole 
of the 00 children he saw here in the 
orphan asylum could under his system 
be placed with families indess than two 
months in Ontario. The system, too, 
had a good effect on parents, for if a 
parent had any affection for a child lie 
would be very careful not to neglect the 
young one for fear of having it taken 
iiwav. When parents did not core for 
their children it. was better they were 
taken from them. 

Mr. Kelso said the curfew law did not 
work. It had been found lacking in 40 
places in Ontario when' tried. It was 
very desirable to get children off tJie 
streets at night no doubt, but it was 
[impossible to carry out the curfew law 
and the result was that it did more 
harm than good as it bred a contempt 
lor law among the children. 

The Premier on behalf of the members 
expressed thanks to Mr. Kelso for his 
able address. He was sure that the sub- 
ject upon which Mr. Kelso had spoken 
went to the heart of every member of 
the legislature. 

Mr. Kelso in closing remarked that the 
legislature could procure a modified 
copy of the Ontario law now before the 
Manitoba legislature and he thought it 
would act well here. He hoped his visit 
would result in some legislation that 
would be a benefit to the province in 
years to eomc.
